Osman Dlgma's Defeat on tho Field 


of Ouo of TT'° Victories. 


Where He Whipped Baker 


Them Ho Gets a Thrashing- 


Latest News of the Affair

NEW YORK, March • 3.— Referring to the 


battle on Friday lost between the British 
troops and Osman Digma's forces, a London 
dispatch says: All advices from Trinkltat 
concur in acknowledging that tho Arabs 
fought with desperate bravery.

I^SL'AKIM, March 3.— Tho march to Tokor 
was accomplished iu four hours from Teb. 
Tho hussars scoured tho country and kept up 
a desultory skirmishing with the enemy, who 
retired in disorganized masses in tho diroc- 
tion of Tamaniob. Tho whole camp, includ- 
ing K75 tents and many camels, was taken. 
The condition of the camp showed the Arabs 
relied upon being victorious. 


All reports commend tho steadiness with 


which tho British moved on Tob. Tho square 
in which thoy advanced to tho battlo was 
never broken, 


Tho determination and bravery of tho 


rebels are shown in tho fact that when they 
were charged by the cavalry, groat num- 
bers of them threw themselves ypoii thoir 
backs on tho ground and 
speared tho 


horsoj of the troopers as thoy dashed over 
them. 


Osman Dignm ia encampod eight miles dis- 


tant from Suakim. A battlo with him is ex- 
pected when tho British troops return to 
Suakira from Tokar. 


Urnhnm at Tokur. 


THISKITAT, March S.— Gen. Graham, with 


his command, roachod Tokar Saturday .aft- 
ernoon, and was warmly welcomed by tho 
garrison and inhabitants. 
There was no 


fighting, the rebels having quietly retired to 
the mountains. On the march from Tob the 
same formation and general order was ob- 
served as on Friday ; tho infantry being in- 
structed to reserve Qro until within 300 yards 
of the enemy, while tho cavalry was to act 
only when tho infantry should show signs of 
wavering, Tho British losses in tho battle of 
Friday woro 200 killed and wounded.

latest estimates, which aro believed to bo 
nearly correct, place the number of rebels 
killed ia Friday's battle at 2,000.

From the rebels- taken prisoners in. the 


eecond battle some significant information is 
bolng obtained in regard to tho causes of tho 
revolt against Egyptian rule. One native told 
a correspondent that the rebellion was made 
inevitable by the grinding tyranny of the 
khediv«'s tax collectors. Tho pooplo had no 
quarrel with tho English. Indeed, it ap- 
pears from statements by other prisoners, 
:hat the robots wore not awaro tlmt thoy 
wore to meet JSritish sold iors until they saw 
the whlt« faces of thoir opponents approach- 
ng. They thon murmured against their 
chiefs tor conccalins tho truth, but wero 
none the less determined to fight to tho death 
against renewed subjection to thuir op- 
pressors.

TWO MILLIONS MORE. 


Utica, srow York, Fights » Ueatrna- 


tlve Blase.' 


UTICA, N. Y., March 3.—The most dis- 


astrous conflagration that has over visited 
Utica broke out in the extensive shoe manu- 
factory of H. J. Holbrook & Co., 
on 


Catharine street. Tho flames spread with 
fearful rapidity, and soon tho building was 
in a mass of flames. 
Tho fire department 


responded promptly to the alarm. The flra 
communicated to the wholesale clothicgestab- 
lishmnnt of J, Rockwell £ Co., and tho Utica 
City National bank. Tlio flamos raged, fur- 
iously, and assistance was telegraphed for, 
which wus re3]»ndod to by tho departments 
or Rome, Whitesboro and Littlel'alls. In a 
short timo the firo had reached tho store of 
N. C. Nowell & Son, dealers in paints, 
paper, etc., which proved itself to bo ex- 
cellent burning material. 
Tha drug store of 


John B. McMillan, next adjoining, was also 
burnod, and the oflice, press-room, etc., of 
The Daily Observer, in the same building, 
wns 
completely gutted, 
nothing was 


saved except tho flies. Tho wholesale gro- 
cery house of Comstock Bros., and tho store 
of James Sayers & Son, dealers in hardware, 
beltiujr.'utc., and tho plumbing establishment 
of B. Martin, were completely wrecked. M. 
B. DoLonp's furniture warorootns were laid 
in aslws, aud J. J. Gray's ins'urauco office, 
Cloi:ieii7.ers barber shop and Truster's bill- 
iard room were completely burued. Many 
o'.hor establishments wore badly injured by 
smoke 
and 
water.

intense, and 
a largo quantity of 


plate-glo.'fr was destroyed, Tho firo was nu- 
dor control at 1 p. ID., although tho ruins are 
still smouldering.

The 
origin of tho firo is a mystery, but it is sup- 
posed to bavo caught in tho ongino-rootn of 
Holbrook's building. The Western Union 
telegraph wires wore prostrated by falling 
walls, aud communication delayed several 
hours.

and employed about 500 hands, turning out 
and shipping six or eight carloads of goods 
per day. Tho buildings were wholly destroyed. 


Tho first report exaggerated the amount of

ciation was held in this city on Saturday 
afternoon for the purpose of consideriae 
tho question of fertilizers. The meeting 
was well attended, much interest being 
takon in the discussion. President C. B. 
Conrad occupied tho chair. 


Secretary F. F. Stevens stated that hia 
c 


duties were such that he could not at- i 
tend the meetings regularly, and as his 
partner, Mr. "Will McEey, also held an 
office in tho association, ho was compelled 
to tender his resignation, which wa? re. 
luctantly accepted. 


On motion F. Or. Stevens was elected ' 


permanent secretary to fill tho vacancy. ! 


Mr. Stevens being absent, Mr. Silas i 


Ward was chosen secretary pro tern. 
j 


The discussion of artificial tcrti'.izers j 


was then taken up. Mr. Bockwood, ot' 
tho 
firm 
of 
Eockwood 
Brothers, 


who was appointed at tho last meeting 
to look up evidence regarding the use ot 
phosphates, reported that there .was 
plenty of evidedce against its use. Dur- 
ing his fourteen years' experience in 
growing the weed, he had never been 
obliged to rosort to phosphates. Buyers 
hud informed him that it growers wanted 
to keep up tho reputation ot their soil 
and leaf, to-leave phosphates alone- 
Krous & Co., of Beading, Peiin., estab- 
lished since 1856, instruct their agents 
not to buy a pound of phosphate goodu 
Ho then road a letter from Mr. 0. 0.. 
Wiloox, representing Guy Falk & Bro., 
New York, wno said: 


"In 27 years experience intherranu- 


facturing and handling ot loaf tobacco in 
tho several seed leaf growing states, I 
have found in all oases that tobacco growu 
with barnyard manures has proved far 
superior in flavor and other qualities neu- 
onsary in the .manipulation ot it ror 
smoking purposes, to any tobacco grown 
by any other fertilizer. Several state8 


have tried them to their detriment and 
have, as a general thing, discontinued 
the use oJ all of them m tho growing ot 
tobacco." 


Tho speaker also stated that he had 


drawn up tho following petition and ob- 
tained a number of signatures with more 
to follow. 


"We, the undersigned dealers in leaf 


tobacco, in tbe state of Wisconsin, here- 
by pledge ourselves not to purchase a 
crop of tobacco where phofphates or 
obomioal manures of any kind aro known 
to have been used in ita production." 


Ho had inve'tigated the subject ot 


bringing manure from tbe stock yards in 
Chicago, and found that it could be ob- 
tained free of charge. Tho cost ot ship- 
ping it would be about S10 per car. 


Mr. A. E. Stevens was to havo made an 


effort to reduce the cost of transporta- 
tion to the actual expense ol running 
the train, but ho was not present, and 
tbe matter -was laid over until the next 
meeting. 


Mr. F. W. Ooon, of Edgertoo, had 


talked with eastern buyers on tbe quec- 
tion of phosphates and they said use na- 
tivo manures. He was not prepared to 
suy that all the fertilizers were injurious 
to tobacco. Some parties in Edgerton 
nad nsod 
a fertilizer and found no 


trouble, so far as he could learn.
